pany would try to prove. 


TORREY'S ADDRESS. 


He spoke in part as follows: 
"A general opening of the case on 


behalf of the respondents having al- 
ready been made, I shall at this time 
confine myself so far as practicable 
to a brief statement of the particular 
matters which it 
is 
expected to 


prove, especially relating to the case 
of the Delaware and Hudson com- 
pany. We shall prove the charters 
powers of the company as set forth 
in its answer already filed with the 
commission, by which it will appear 
that this was the first company to 
enter upon the business of mining 
and transporting out of the state its 
anthracite coal. We shall show that 
for many years up to the beginning 
of the 1900 strike the relations be- 
tween the company and its employes 
had been friendly and harmonious, 
and that tho inception of euch degree 
of hostilityas has since marked those 
relations was coincident with the en- 
try into the anthracite field of the 
orgnnizntitm 
of the United 2Iisc 


Workers. 


So far as relates to the formal de- 


mands pending before 'this commis- 
sion it is only fair to this respondent 
to state that it is in the position 
unusual even in debate, and practic- 
ally inadmissible in legal proceed- 
ings of being compelled to prove a 
negative. After spending weeks of 
valuable time, the case 
upon the 


part of the miners was closed without 
the production of any material evi- 
dence to substantiate any of their 
claims. 


"With almost infinite labor 
and 


pains, and by the aid of an army of 
clerks and accountants, a vast array 
of information has been accumulated 
for the use of the commission, with 
reference to the wages and conditions 
of employment of our employes. 


NO MERIT IN DEMAND. 


'•By these statements and 
from 


other testimony which will be offer- 
ed, it will be demonstrated that there 
is no merit in the first demand for a 
20 
per 
cent, 
increase 
upon the 


prices paid during the year of 1901 
to employes performing contract 
work. It will be shown that both 
the rates paid and the annual earn- 
ings upon this kind of. work are larg- 
er than are paid in the bituminous 
coal fields for similar work, and the 
wages paid for occupations requiring 
skill and training in the region. We 
are satisfied the commission will find 
there is no manual employment re- 
quiring so little training or skill, the 
exposure to so little risk of health or 
life, and the occupation of so small 
a portion of the working day, which 
is so liberally compensated in wages 
as the wort of the anthracite min- 
ers. 
In this connection we shall 


show that the employment is not ex- 
tra hazardous and is more than or- 
dinarily healthful. 
We shall show 


that since the last increase in wages 
there has been no material advance 
in the cost of living. We shall neg- 
ative the unsupported claim that the 
children of the miners are forced to 
work at an early age by submitting 
a list of our employes whose boys are 
working with the annual earnings 
of the parents which average about 
$540. 


THE EIGHT HOUR DAY. 


"To the second demand for an 


eight hour day for company men, the 
evidence which has already bean out- 
lined will to a large extent apply. 
In addition thereto, we shall submit 
statements which 
will 
show that 


even during the period when coal 
will be most in demand and the col- 
lieries were operated to the limit of 
their capacity, the breakers operated 
an average of less than eight hours 
per day, for reasons partly due to 
the voluntary action of the men and 
partly to cause beyond the control 
either of the company 
or the men. 


We have prepared a schedule show- 
ing the wages, the number of days 
worked and the annual wages of all 
company men and boys, the general 
average being for men $518.95 and 
for boys $196.93, which is a higher 
average than obtained in other sim- 
ilar employments. 


"In this connection we shall show 


that the only tabulated statement of- 
fered in evidence by the mine work- 
ers purporting to give a comparison 
of the earnings of company men in 
the bituminous and anthracite fields 
is misleading in its scope, full of in- 
accuracies in detail, and false 
and 


misleading in conclusion. 


"Bearing upon the third demand of 


the miners for the weighing of coal 
and the payment by the ton for min- 
ing, we shall show that for many 
years this company has paid at some 
of its mines by weight and at others 
by the car. We shall show the ac- 
tual product 
in 
marketable coal, 


of units of weight and per car and 
that a practical uniformity of wages 
results from both systems. We shall 
show that so far as concerns our own 
employes no complaint has ever been 
made directly to the company that 
either system was unfair or resulted 
in inadequate or unequal remunera- 
tion for the labor actually performed.

Chicago, Jan. 10.—Tho "get-coal" 


committee 
appointed at a meeting 


held in Detroit last fall met here to- 
day.

governors and mayors shall go in a 
body to Washington and demand of 
Attorney General Knox the enforce- 
ment of law to the end that the peo- 
ple will be able to get coal at a rea- 
sonable price. 
It was the general 


opinion of the committee that the 
laws already in existence are suffi- 
cient to meet the emergency, and if 
properly enforced there would be no 
trouble in getting all the coal that 
was needed. Corporation Counsel T. 
A. Tarsncy, of Detroit, maintained 
the inter-state commerce law together 
with the provisions of the anti-trust 
act, 
covered the present situation. 


Final action on the resolution of Mr. 
White was deferred until later in 
the day and the committee adjourned 
until 2 o'clock. 


Twenty-three jurors were quickly 


selected and the oath administered. 
Judge McEwen's charge was brief 
and confined largely to the defining 
of the duties of the jurors. 


"It is not necessary to indulge in

by the complainants, viz: The exe- 
cution of an agreement with the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers of America gov- 
erning the wages to be paid and the 
conditions of employment of its em- 
ployes. 
Without waiving this claim 


we shall offer such testimony, in ad- 
dition to the evidence already before 
the commission, to establish the un- 
desirability of such an agreement if 
it were fairly at issue. We shall 
show that the relations between this 
respondent and its 
employes 
had 


been for many years peaceful 
and 


harmonious until they were disturbed 
by the machinations of the officers 
and agents of the United Mine Work- 
ers; that the effect of the organiza- 
tion of its employes in that associa- 


' tion has been to create a spirit of un- 
rest, discontent and hostility upon 
the part of the employes; that the 
discipline which is essential to the 
safe and profitable conduct of the 
business has been very greatly im- 
paired; that systematic efforts have 
been made to force all of 
its em- 


ployes into the organization; that the 
management of the business might 
be under its control; and that in 
many instances to 
further the de- 


signs of the organization the 
effi- 


ciency and productive capacity of the 
men has been voluntarily 
dimin- 


ished." 


In conclusion, the statement says 


the miners' union has no control over 
its members; that no blacklist was 
ever prepared or recognized by the 
company; that the evidence produced 
by ihu Delaware oc. Huusuix cuiupauy 
will tend to indicate its sincere desire 
to establish and maintain amicable 
and friendly relations with its em- 
ployes. 


OLD BELATIONS COBDIAL. 


Upon the conclusion of his address 


Mr. Torrey called 
to 
the witness 


stand Charles C. Bose, of Scranton, 
superintendent of the mining depart- 
ment of the company. Under 
the 


examination ot Mr. Torrey, the wit- 
ness said that prior 
to the 
1900 


strike the relations between the com- 
pany and the men were cordial. After 
that strike most of the 
company's 


men joined tho miners' union, which 
resulted in considerable discontent 
among tho men, and the breaking up 
of discipline in and about the mines. 
In some collieries the men are re- 
quired to load 2,800 pounds to a car, 
in other mines 2,850 pounds. At one 
colliery the weight is fixed at 2,750. 
The size of the cars, he said, differs 
at various collieries. 
So far as he 


knew no blacklist exists in the an- 
tlirnclte vog-inns. 
Thf> ivitnfiRK 
also 


stated that it would be unwise to 


have weekly pay day*. The men, he 
said, "now lose twice as much time 
with semi-monthly pay as they did 
when they were paid once a month. 


Mr. Bose concluded his testimony 


by producing a letter written to him 
by President Olyphant, of the com- 
pany, after the strike ended. The 
letter told him to stand by the men 
who stood by the company during 
the strike. He was instructed to warn 
these employes to be careful and "if 
reviled, 
revile not against." Bc- 


garding the returning strikers, the 
letter said: "Give them a good wel- 
come; they are not all bad who are 
misled." 


The communication also instructed 


the superintendent to take back all 
men whose places could be found for 
them, but no man should be taken 
back who had been guilty of com- 
mitting a crime.

\vard, but that was all."

secret. 
At 
the 
Houshi 


Shiuskukyo temple, in the district of 
Kanda, Toklo, there is a fire-walk- 
ing performance every 
half year. 


Another equally extraordinary feat 
is the "yubana," or ordeal by boil- | 
ing water. At this the devotees lit- j 
erally drench themselves with water 
out of caldrons at a galloping boil. 
It would take the skin off anyone 
else, but not a blister appears upon 
the bodies of these Shinto priests. 
The only explanation they vouchsafe 
is that they draw out the "spirit" 
of the water and so it becomes harm- 
less. Think of the value of such a 
secret to the engine-room crew on a 
modern torpedo boat!

lected. by two Italian authorities it 
was found tha.t. occupation and' pro- j 
fe.s&ional work, in which alcoholism 
was common, had a very high mortal- 
ity from tuberculosis. 
In another 


study made in Paris of 45 cases, 322 
proved to be alcoholics. In this coun- 
try it appears tha^, the descendants of 
alcoholic parents show an excessive 
mortality in which tuberculosis and 
meningitis is the most common form 
of disease. These are only hints and 
intimations of the intimate associa- 
tion of aluohol in the production of 
tuberculosis. 
Clinical studies of the 


previous habits of tuberculous pa- 
tients, particularly concerning the 
use of spirits among" their ancestors, 
would' throw much light, on -this most 
interesting study.—-Journal
